SWEDEN DOES ONE-THIRD 


WORK BY ELECTRICITY 


Power Installation Still Increas- 


ing With Rapid Strides in 


Scandinavia. 


Electricity has conquered one-third 


of the entire culttvtted arcu of Swe- 
den, according to the latest official 
reports. 


If Sweden continues electrifying at 


the present rate, It \vttl only b» » 
few years till almost thu whole coun- 
try will be run by electricity. 


Moot of the farms within Hhe- elcc- 


trlood area aro BOW tipping thu new 
•ourc* -of energy, and nearly all the 
power used In the dally labor or. theso 
farms Is derived from the high-power 
line* which span whole sections of 
the country. 


Large power stations deliver most 


rf the electric energy u»«d In the rural 
communities; but In many places the 
fanners themselves have installed tur- 
bines and built private power ntntlom. 
haTneealng for this purpose swift 
streams und small waterfalls on their 
own properties. 
Those enterprise*, 


however, are generally co-op«rutlve. 


A great deal of the most arduous 


farm labor Is performed by electrically 
driven machinery at a cost far below 
the coat of machines propelled by 
stunm or horsepower, or of hand labor. 
"Water IB pumped for cattle by elec- 
tricity, threshing machines are driven 
by electric current, timber Is nawed 
by motor power, and farm huudf* are 
no longer ordered to cut nrowo*xl by 
hand because It Is cheaper to have 
even that labor done by electricity. 
Candles have almost disappeared. 


In many caeca grain Is dried and 


cleaned by being passed through elec- 
trically 
driven hot-nlr fanning ma- 


chines. It is not uncommon to nnd on 
the larger estates electric elevators 
which lift entire wagon londB of hny 
or grain and dump them where desired 
lu Uic barns. 


One Swedish estate owner tins In- 


stalled an electrically operated Irrigii- 
tlon system whereby a larse field can 
be waterod in times of drought. It Is 
now only a matter of n short time till 
plows and harrows will be propelled 
by electric power.
